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WE    NOMINATE 

Joseph  Rock  Nini,  able  and  long-working  public 
servant,  who  this  summer — on  the  threshold  of  his 
35th  birthday — is  rounding  out  a  decade  of  service  as 
Clerk  of  Princeton  Township,  z  pivotal  post  in  the 
development  of  a  once-agrarian  municipality.  A  life- 
long Princetonian,  with  a  highly  developed  sense  of 
responsibility  to  those  he  serves,  Nini  represents  what 
one  observer  calls  a  "relatively  new  type  of  career 
municipal  official,  a  trained  individual  with  tenure 
whose  understanding  of  the  past  and  anticipation  of 
future  needs  help  bridge  the  gaps  created  by  changing 
administrations  and  the  varying  interests  of  the  public 
as  mirrored  in  election  results." 

The  eldest  of  five  children  in  a  deeply  respected 
Princeton  family,  Nini  applied  for  the  position  by 
chance.  Word  reached  him,  while  he  was  studying  at 
Rider  College,  that  Martin  Clausen,  the  equivalent  in 
yesteryear  of  a  one-man  Township  government,  was 
retiring.  "I  decided  to  take  a  crack  at  it,"  Nini  recalls, 
and  "I  was  finally  hired  in  the  late  summer  of  1950 
by  Mayor  B.  Franklin  Bunn  and  what  was  then  a  three- 
man  Township  Committee."  It  was  Nini's  reasoning  ten 
years  ago.  just  as  ti.c  population  explosion  was  about 
to  boom  in  Borough  and  Township  that  "Princeton  was 
bound  to  grow  and  there  was  a  future  in  local  govern- 
ment." 

Nini's  estimate  couldn't  have  been  more  accurate. 
The  Princeton  area,  one  of  the  last  "islands"  on  the 
Boston-Washington  axis,  "exploded",  with  'the  Town- 
ship's poplation  zooming  skyward  from  5.407  in  1950 
to  its  recently  reported  10,320.  Capping  a  decade  of  un- 
precedented, and  uncontrolled,  growth  was  the  Town- 
ship Committee's  decision  this  week  to  "admit"  light 
industry  to  a  sector  zoned  for  engineering  and  research. 

PRINCETON'S     MAN 


Granting  a  variance  to  a  now  mlniscule  electronics  firm 
could  well  be  a  Princeton  milestone,  for  it  marked  tha 
first  time  in  some  two  centuries — ever  since  a  modest 
pottery  industry  was  responsible  for  christening  tha 
Borough's  "Jugtown" — that  industry  had  been  wel- 
comed to  Princeton  Proper. 

The  mounting  complexities  of  government,  Nini 
notes,  first  "became  apparent  in  Township  Hall  in  1952 
and  for  no  single  reason.  Suddenly,  what  has  been  a 
housekeeping  job  mushroomed  and  we  were  confronted 
by  the  demands  and  problems  linked  with  a  rising 
population."  Indicative  of  the  "revolution"  in  govern- 
mental processes  was  the  near-incredible  record  com- 
piled by  the  Township  Committee  in  1959:  a  total  of 
some  70  meetings,  or  a  meeting  every  52  days 
throughout  the  year. 

Nini,  Princeton  High  School  1943,  a  member  of  tha 
Princeton  University  Class  of  1947  and  founding  presi- 
dent of  the  thriving  Italian-American  Sportsmen's 
Club,  makes  time  in  off-duty  hours  for  on-the-job  train- 
ing. A  member  of  several  professional  organizations,  ha 
reads  widely  in  his  fields  of  competence,  participates 
in  Rutgers  extension  programs  and  is  continuing  his 
studies  in  Rider  College's  evening  classes.  In  the  extra- 
curricular sense,  he  points  with  reticence  to  his  interest 
in  golf  and,  with  understandable  pride,  to  his  present 
massive  do-it-yourself  project — adding  two  bedrooms 
and  a  bath  to  his  Clearview  Avenue  home. 

For  emphasizing  that  "my  foremost  reward  Is  a 
sense  of  service  to  others  and  a  keen  appreciation  of 
all  Princeton  is";  for  adherence  to  a  code  of  duty  plac- 
ing conscience  and  responsibility  above  all  else:  for  his

To  underline  its  intention  to 
move  beyond  the  granting  of  a 
temporary  variance  the  Commit- 
tee introduced  legislation  to  pro- 
vide $500  for  a  consultant  to  assist 
with  the  final  ordinance.  As  May- 
or R.  Kenneth  Fairman  explained, 
the  consultant  would  help  define 
"certain  standards  of  sound, 
noise,  smoke  emission,  etc,  which 
might  be  included  in  such  an 
ordinance." 

Mayor  Fairman  noted  that  such 
an  ordinance  might  also  involve 
an  engineering  architectural 
board  to  advise  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment, passing  on  the  merits 
of  individual  applicants  hoping  so 
locate  in  the  Township.  Both  Is* 
and  the  other  CommiUeemsn 
present  stressed  that  the  mundci- 
pality  would  not  be  opened  up  to 
"just  any  firm."  but  that  there 
will  be  some  selection  aa  insured 
by  the  ordinance  and  the  suggest' 
ed  advisory  board.

Fairman.  in  response  to  Mr.

Mayor  Fairman  said  that  he 
planned  to  express  his  regret 
at  the  delay  in  a  letter  to 
Council  asking  it  to  reach  a 
firm  decision  on  the  matter 
In   the   near    future. 


Tax  Reason  in  c  Set  Forth.  Bring- 
ing light  industry  into  the  mu- 
nicipality is  about  the  only  meth- 
od of  keeping  the  Township's  tax 
rate  stable,  according  to  Mr. 
Cook.  In  support  of  this.  Mayor 
Fairman  noted  that  an  industry 
pays  the  same  rate  as  home  own- 
ers but  does  not  demand  the 
same  volume  of  services  so  that 
the  Township  ends  up  ahead  and 
can  at  least  maintain  a  stable 
rate    for    its    residents. 

As  an  example  of  this  principle. 
Mayor  Fairman  figured  that  if 
the  28  acres  which  will  probably 
be  bought  by  Princeton  Electron- 
ics for  its  permanent  installation 
were  divided  into  1H  acre  lots, 
the  total  assessable  value  would 
be  about  $750,000.  But.  the  homes 
would  generate  some  28  children 
which  would  mean  an  outlay  of 
$14-15,000  alone.  In  addition,  the 
homes  would  require  police  pro- 
tection, road  maintenance,  etc. 
"These  would  wash  out  all  the 
Income  we  would  get  from  the 
residential  district,"  Mayor  Fair- 
man    explained. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  an  indus- 
try occupies  the  site  and  builds 
a  plant  valued  at  something  over 
$600,000.  it  will  be  paying  nearly 
the  same  taxes  but  will  not  de- 
mand the  same  services.  It 
would  not  increase  the  school 
enrollment,  nor  would  it  require 
police  protection,  road  mainte- 
nance, etc.,  Mr.  Fairman  pointed 
out. 

In  specific.  Dr.  William  Lynas, 
the  founder  of  Princeton  Elec- 
tronics, testified  that  his  opera- 
tion would  require  nothing  in  the 
way  of  services  which  are  not 
already  available.  The  reply  was 
prompted  by  a  letter  from  John 
R.  Wilmont  of  26  Howe  Circle 
questioning  the  opening  of  the 
Township  to   light  industry.

NO    ROOM     IN    THE    JAIL 

For    Vagrant*    or    Drunks.    Thv 

■mall,  three-cell  Borough  jail,  lo- 
cated in  the  basement  of  Borough 
Hall,  is  going  out  of  the  hotel 
business. 

No  longer  will  vagrants  or 
drunks  be  able  to  get  a  free 
night's  lodging  at  the  taxpayers' 
expense.  In  a  directive  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Police  Department, 
Chief  of  Police  Raymond  A.  Mon- 
donce  has  ordered  that  hence- 
forth when  vagrants  make  an 
application  for  a  bed  in  the  Jail, 
they  are  to  be  charged  and  fing- 
erprinted. No  longer  will  drunks 
be  able  to  "sleep  it  off"  In  a  cell, 
but  extreme  hardship  cases  will 
be  referred  to  the  proper  welfare 
agencies.  Chief  Mondone  said. 

It  was  in  1930  that  the  Borough 
jail  first  began  taking  in  people 
for  the  night.  "The  Depression 
started  it,"  Chief  Mondone  re- 
called. 'There  were  so  many 
people  out  of  work  during  the 
winter  in  those  days  that  over  in 
the  old  Hulfish  Street  Jail,  where 
the  parking  lot  now  is,  we  had 
25-30  lodgers  every  night.  We'd 
feed  them  breakfast  and  then 
take  them  outside  town  to  keep 
them  from  panhandling,"  the  Po- 
lice Chief  added. 

"We've  always  had  a  certain 
amount  in,  even  today.  As  many 
as  eight  to  12  a  week,"  the  Chief 
concluded,  The  new  policy  fol- 
lows a  recommendation  made  by 
the  MacNamara  Report,  a  com- 
prehensive survey  undertaken  by 
New  York  Police  authorities  o£ 
the   Borough   Police   Department.

SMALL    "CENTS"    SCARCE 
And   Hard    to   Distinguish.    The 

current  search  for  a  few  million 
Lincoln  cents  with  imperfect 
dates  has  been  thoroughly  explor- 
ed by  Raymond  J.  Weihaus,  nu- 
mismatist, of  379  Ewing  Street. 
His  facts  and  figures  are  of  in- 
terest to  would-be  collectors  try- 
ing to  make  dollars  from  pennies. 
The  word  "penny*  is  wrong  in 
the  first  place,  since  that  is  a 
British  coin.  The  valuable  cents 
come  from  two  mints,  Denver 
and  Philadelphia,  and  the  Den- 
ver coins  are  identified  by  a  small 
"D."  The  small  date  coins  were 
struck  in  January,  according  to 
Mr.  Weihaus,  with  only  two  mil- 
lion coming  from  Philadelphia  and 
several  times  that 
Denver. 


The  difference  between  the  reg- 
ular and  small  cents  is  difficult 
to  detect.  The  "O"  Is  oval,  rather 
than  round,  and  the  other  digits 
are  only  slightly  less  clearly  de- 
fined. 

Contrary  to  current  report,  the 
government  is  not  recalling  the 
issue.  In  fact,  no  regular  issue  of 
coin  has  every  been  recalled  since 
mintage  began,  although  the  ru- 
mor is  rife  every  time  a  coin  is 
changed.  The  small  cents  have  a 
value  ranging  from  $2  to  $8  to

The  color  and  CinemaScope 
film  was  produced  by  Samuel

Sink  the  BiHmarck!  'August  8-

You  may  have  oblong  wall  mir- 
or  oval  wall  mirrors  to  hang  over 
a  hall  table,  each  one  with  the 
same  antiqued  gold  frame.

BLOOD    DONORS    NEEDED 
By      Princeton      Service      The 

Princeton  Blood  Donor  Service 
has  issued  a  strong  appeal  for 
additional  volunteers.  Terming 
the  need  for  donors  •■desperate." 
the  Service  has  issued  a  recruit- 
ment call  lo  all  residents  of  the 
Princeton  area. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Princeton 
Chapter  of  the  American  Red 
Cross  and  the  Princeton  Hospital, 
the  Blood  Donor  Service  is  now 
in  its  11th  year  of  continuous 
operation.  Any  patient  in  the 
Princeton  Hospital  who  needs 
blood  may  obtain  it  free  of  charge 
through  the  Service. 

Since  its  inception  in  Decem- 
ber, 1949,  the  Service  has  re- 
ceived 11,056  pints  of  blood  from 
volunteers.  According  to  the  Red 
Cross,  these  donations  have 
"saved  countless  lives  and  helped 
many  others  on  the  road  to  rapid 
recovery." 

In  most  communities,  people 
who  need  blood  must  either  pay 
for  it  or  enlist  friends  and  rela- 
tives to  supply  it.  But  in  Prince- 
ton, owing  to  the  service's  unique 
program,  blood  is  supplied  by 
hundreds  of  civic-minded  persons 
who  respond  to  appeals  and  vol- 
unteer to  give  this  "gift  beyond 
price."  Because  (  recruitment  of 
new  volunteer  donors  to  replace 
those  who  can  no  longer  partici- 
pate and  because  the  community 
is  increasing  in  size,  the  Blood 
Donor  Service  has  asked  for  "the 
generous  help  of  everyone  physi- 
cally able  to  give  blood." 

Anyone  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  60  who  is  in  good  health  is  a 
potential  donor.  Those  wishing  to 
join  may  call  the  Red  Cross  at 
WA  4-2404  and  make  a  date  to 
enroll  in  the  Service.

The    Opposition    le    Strong.    An 

unusual  personnel  switch  which 
took  place  shortly  after  the  1959 
season  ended  will  have  a  bene- 
ficial effect  on  Princeton's  foot- 
ball fortunes  when  the  new  cam- 
paign begins.  For  a  team  that 
is  clearly  rebuilding,  and  will  be 
forced  to  depend  on  inexperience 
at  several  key  positions,  it  will 
be  a  welcome,  if  short-range, 
asset. 

Two  of  the  Tigers'  first  three 
opponents — both  of  which  defeat- 
ed them  a  year  ago — will  go  into 
the  1960  season  with  new  head 
coaches.  John  Stiegman,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Princeton  staff  for 
the  belter  part  of  a  decade  be- 
fore he  moved  on  to  Rutgers,  left 
New  Brunswick  last  fall  to  step 
into  the  departed  Steve  Sebo's 
shoes  at  Penn,  Sebo.  it  will  be 
recalled,  was  advised  that  his 
contract  would  not  be  renewed, 
a  decision  that  stuck  even  after 
he  gave  the  Quakers  their  first 
Ivy    title. 

Intriguingly.  when  the  position 
at  Rutgers  was  declared  open, 
the  man  selected  for  it  was  Penn- 
sylvania's backfield  coach,  John 
Bateman.  The  latter  knew  full 
well  his  chances  of  being  re- 
tained under  a  new  coaching  ad- 
ministration at  Penn  were  small, 
and  lost  no  time  in  applying  for 
the  vacancy  that  Stlegman's  de- 
parture  created. 

From  Princeton's  point  of  view, 
the  advent  of  a  new  coach  at 
both  institutions  will  make  the 
first  three  games  somewhat  less 
difficult  than  would  otherwise 
have  been  the  case.  And  in  a 
year  that  will  find  the  Tigers 
breaking  in  a  new  quarterback 
and  drastically  short  of  depth  at 
end  and  center,  every  source  of 
assistance  will  be  welcome. 

New     Attack*     to     Be     Taught. 

Both  Bateman  and  Stiegman  will 
install  new  attacks,  decisions  that 
will  pay  dividends  in  the  long  run 
but  will  prove  a  handicap  at  the 
outset— particularly  without  re- 
sort to  soring  practice.  A  Cald- 
well disciple,  Stiegman  will  fol- 
low the  procedure  he  used  when 
he  went  to  Rutgers  and  will  con- 
vert Penn  from  the  T  to  the  sin- 
gle wing. 

Bateman,  on  the  other  hand, 
is  expected  to  shed  the  single 
wing  that  Stiegman  had  built  with 
a  considerable  degree  of  success 
at  Rutgers  and  switch  the  Scar- 
let back  to  T  football.  Under  the 
circumstances,  neither  team  will 
be  as  far  advanced  early  in  the 
season  as  would  be  the  case  if 
the  coaching  changes  had  not 
occurred. 

Tfais  Is  not  to  say  that  Prince- 
ton is  now  a  good  bet  to  win 
its  first  three  games.  Starting  as 
slowly  as  they  will  in  view  of  the 
large-scale  rebuilding  program, 
the  Tigers  may  have  the  ability 
to  trim  Rutgers  for  the  first  time 
in  three  seasons  and  to  continue 
their  mastery  of  Columbia,  which 
has  not  won  over  the  Orange  and 


Navy  on  Carnegie 

Navy's  Olympic-bound  crew, 
a  surprise  victor  in  the  July 
trials  to  represent  this  coun- 
try at  Rome,  arrived  In 
Princeton  Tuesday  for  daily 
practice  sessions  before  fly- 
ing to  Italy  later  this  month. 
The  midshipmen  outrowed 
SUCh  highly-regarded  crews 
as  Harvard,  Cornell,  Penn  and 
California,  as  well  as  their 
own  strong  plebe  shell,  n  win- 
ning the  1960  trials.  For  the 
next  ten  days,  the  Navy  will 
take  two-a-day  workouts  on 
the  lake  over  the  2000-meter 
course  In  preuation  for  its  de- 
fense of  the  Olpmpic  title  that 
Yale  won  for  the  United  States 
four  years  ago. 

The  Carnegie  course  was 
chosen  because  of  the  ideal 
conditions  that  Invariably  pre- 
on  the  lake,  which  is 
r  prey  to  wind,  rough 
>r,  current  or  tide.  The 
Navy  crew,  spares,  coaches 
and  trainers  will  stay  at  the 
University  Boat  House  and 
nt  the  Nassau  Inn. 
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Black  in  15  years. 

Penn,  however,  will  be  a 
rugged,  well-balanced  oppoin  rtt, 
even  as  early  in  the  season  as 
October  8.  In  addition  to  leaching 
the  single  wing,  Stiegman  must 
do  some  line  rebuilding  and  dig 
for  needed  depth. 

The  Quakers  will  have  better- 
than-average  backfield  talent  and 
will  field  a  team  that  is  likely 
to  throw  the  ball  much  more  than 
the  Red  and  Blue  did  under  Sebo 
or  his  predecessor,  George  Mun- 
ger.  In  fact,  there  is  a  possibility 
that  Stiegman  will  start  a  back- 
field  every  one  of  whose  mem- 
bers can  pass — a  real  rarity  in 
football. 

Harvard  the  Pick.  Pre-season 
ratings  of  the  Ivy  League  tab 
Harvard  as  the  probable  bet  to 
replace  Pennsylvania  as  the  1960 
champion.  This  is  based  on 
steady  Improvement  shown  by  the 
Crimson  under  John  Yovicsin, 
the  fine  backfield  directed  by 
gambling  Chuck  Ravenel  and  a 
series  of  solid  freshman  teams 
in  recent  years. 

Last  fall,  the  Crimson  blanked 
Princeton,  14-0,  and  it  will  be  ex- 
tremely hard  for  the  Tigers  to 
reverse  this  decision  in  Novem- 
ber. In  fact,  victory  anywhere 
along  the  line  in  November — the 
month  that  saw  Princeton  lose 
all  three  of  its  games  in  1969 — 
may  be  quite  difficult  for  the 
Tigers   to  achieve. 

Named  as  probable  runners-up 
to  Harvard  are  Penn,  Dartmouth 
and  Yale.  In  a  league  that  is  al- 
ways short  of  manpower,  and 
likely  to  produce  more  than  Its 
share  of  upsets,  any  one  of  the 
four   could    make    it   to    the    top. 

Dartmouth  material  has  tap- 
ered off  somewhat  in  the  past 
two  seasons,  but  Bob  Blackman 
ranks  as  a  particularly  adept 
coach  who  invariably  makes  the 
most  of  what  he  has.  The  Indians 
seem  vivrtually  certain  to  finish 
in  first  division,  as  they  have 
each  year  since  the  Ivy  League 
went   formal  in   1966. 

Yale,  too,  is  a  major  threat  to 
every  opponent  on  its  schedule, 
and  the  38-20  shellacking  that  the 
Blue  handed  a  disorganized 
Princeton  defense  last  fall  is  in- 
dicative of  the  potent  attack  the 
Elis  can  generate  by  November. 
Both  the  classes  of  1962  and  1963 
at  New  Haven  were  stronger  foot- 
ball units  than  their  Princeton 
counterparts. 

The  middle  trio  of  teams  that 
constitute  the  Tigers'  1960  opposi- 
tion— Colgate,  Cornell  and  Brown 
— all  have  a  good  share  of  pro- 
blems, with  Cornell  the  most 
dangerous  of  the  three.  Colgate 
hasn't  been  near  the  .500  mark
